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Sir: 

In reply to the March 1 , 2005, Office Action, the shortened statutory period for 
response being extended by the enclosed Petition for Extension of Time, reconsideration is 
respectfully requested in view of the following remarks. 

Claims 1-6 are pending. 

The Office Action rejects claims 1-6 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) over Takagi (JP2002- 
254634) in view of Watanabe (U.S. Patent Application Publication No. US2004/0 130604). 
The rejection is respectfully traversed. 

The Office Action at page 2 acknowledges that Takagi does not disclose or suggest all 
the features of claim 1 . However, the Office Action asserts that Watanabe compensates for 
the deficiencies of Takagi. 

Applicants claim the foreign priority date of the foreign priority docimient (Japanese 
Patent Application No. 2003-051762 filed February 27, 2003). An accurate English language 
trEuislation of the priority document is enclosed. Watanabe, on the other hand, has a filing

date of September 24, 2003. Therefore, Watanabe cannot be used as prior art over the 
claimed invention. 

Therefore, independent claim 1 defines patentable subject matter. Claims 2-6 depend 
from independent claim 1, and therefore also define patentable subject matter as well as for 
the other features they recite. Accordingly, withdrawal of the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103(a) is respectfully requested. 

In view of the foregoing, it is respectfully submitted that this application is in 
condition for allowance. Favorable reconsideration and prompt allowance of claims 1-6 are 
earnestly solicited.
